A Championship Tradition 



Class of '91 compiles a 39-4-1 4-year record 



The 1990 Holy Cross Football team once 
again had to face the challenge of carrying on 
a championship tradition. Under the guidance 
of fifth year coach Mark Duffner, the Crusad- 
ers compiled a 9-1-1 record earning a 8th 
place final ranking among NCAA 1-AA teams. 
The class of 1991 was largely responsible for 
the team's successes; their four year record 
stands at 39-4-1. 

The team started their season against in- 
state rival and eventual Yankee Conference 
champion Massachusetts team. Before an en- 
thused home crowd, the Crusaders fought 
hard, but had to settle for a disappointing tie. 
The Crusaders next marched into a sold-out 
Michie Stadium for a match-up against a pow- 
erful Army squad. Early in the fourth quarter, 
the game remained at a 7-7 deadlock, but an 
untimely turnover gave Army the momentum 
they needed to gain a 24-7 victory. 

Still confident in their abilities, the Purple 
traveled to face the University of Pennsylva- 
nia. In what proved to be the turning point of 
their season, the Crusaders dominated Penn 
17-3, the first of nine consecutive victories. 
The Purple defense held the Quakers to 90 
yards of total offense. The outstanding play of 
Corey Vincent, who recorded 15 tackles and 
five sacks, earned him Patriot League Player 
of the Week honors. 

The return to Fitton Field to face another 
Ivy League power, Harvard, saw the Crusader 
offense return to prime form. A Craig Calla- 
han interception set up a drive which culmi- 
nated in a 75 yard Jack Lavalette touchdown 
r eception, HC's longest in three years. Senior 
Co-Captain Mark Gallagher added two scores 
of his own, 54 and 59 yards, to allow Holy 
Cross to cruise by the Crimson 35-14. The 
overpowering sweep of the Ivies continued in 
the very physical Homecoming match-up 
against Dartmouth, with a 27-10 victory. 

The rains of week 6 of the season were not 
able to deter the Crusaders from thrashing 
Brown, 55-0. Quarterback Tom Ciaccio com- 



pleted 19 of 29 attempts. Senior Mike Lewis 
was on the receiving end of six, which he 
carried for 121 yards. 

The Patriot League rivals that completed 
the 1990 schedule were unable to challenge 
the well disciplined Crusaders. The Engineers 
of Lehigh provided one of the tougher con- 
tests, but HC survived an offensive shoot-out, 
winning 34-22. The Crusaders finished their 
home schedule with impressive victories over 
Lafayette and Bucknell. 

Finishing up the season on the road, the 
Crusaders next faced newest league rival 
Fordham. Despite the horrendous weather 
conditions, the Crusaders showed Fordham 
to be no worthy opponent, defeating them, 
48-0. Senior Joe Segreti led the charge with 
18 carries for 113 yards and three touch- 
downs. The Purple finished their league tri- 
umph with an emotional victory over the Red 
Raiders of Colgate. Senior Co-Captain Willie 
Bradford, who returned from knee surgery, 
proved his recovery complete with 2 touch- 
downs in his finale. 



Along with their Patriot League Champion- 
ship, several members of the 1990 squad 
earned other impressive honors. Joe Segreti 
was named league MVP. Co-Captain, Craig 
Callahan and junior Tom Ciaccio joined him as 
the Defensive and Offensive Players of the 
Year. A total of sixteen Crusaders were 
named All-League selections showing the 
depth and skill of Coach Duffner's team.

In its second year under the tutelage of 
head coach Mario Masson, the 1990 Holy 
Cross Women's soccer team was very opti- 
mistic about their upcoming season. The 
team had lost five key players to graduation 
and the present team consisted primarily of 
underclassmen. In their favor, the Lady Cru- 
saders acquired the help of assistant coach 
Mary Curtis, who specialized in goal keeping 
and greatly improved the play of the new 
starting goalie Peggy Sullivan. At the outset, 
the potential was high and the attitudes were 
positive. The Lady Crusaders hoped to im- 
prove on the 1989 season of 4-10-3 record 
and waited in anticipation for the season 
opener. 

The preseason looked promising. After only 
one week of practice the new squad defeated 
Plymouth State College, a team highly ranked 
in their division. As a credit to Coach Masson, 
the returning players came back in shape and 
injury free. Unfortunately, juniors Alicia Hen- 
drickson and Debbie Nowell continued to be 
sidelined with injuries they incurred in the 
previous season. Lee was still undergoing 
physical therapy from knee surgery and 
would be kept out another season. Debbie 
was also in therapy following foot surgery, but 
her hopes were promising for a mid-season 
return to game play. The hopes for sopho- 
more Holly Sims were also dashed as a severe 
case of mononucleosis kept her from playing. 
These regrettable losses had to be overcome 
by the young squad. When the 1990 squad^ 
was finally compiled, it would be led by tri- 
captains Holly Ash, Janet Covella, and Colleen 
Powers. The team consisted of three seniors: 
Ash, Covella, and Liz Boudreau; four juniors: 
Colleen Powers, Dina Desantis, Debbie 
Nowell, and Lee Hendrickson; nine sopho- 
mores: Carol Fitzpatrick, Shannon Carroll, 
Holly Sims, Maura Keating, Kim Klaus, Peggy 
Sullivan, Annie Rourke, Erin Murray, and Bar- 
bara "Fudge" Cassidy; and finally six fresh- 
men: Kirsten Eckman, Amy Gorin, Jen Bisson- 



ette, Sharon Kenney, and Jen McKenna. 

All in all, the season had its ups and downs. 
The team did not play up to its capabilities 
and suffered disappointing losses to oppo- 
nents it should have been able to overcome. 
On a good day, the team played with national- 
ly ranked teams such as Brown and the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut. The team hit a winning 
streak mid season by defeating Army, Dart- 
mouth, and the University of New Hampshire.

Eckman. Outstanding defensive play was kept 
up throughout the season by goalie Peggy 
Sullivan, Shannon Carroll, Carol Fitzpatrick, 
Colleen Powers, and Liz Beaudreau.

Men's soccer learns to roll with the punches 



The 1990 season for the Holy Cross Men's 
Varsity Soccer team was one filled with mem- 
ories. This season marked Lindsey Dean's 
second year as Head Coach with John Loftus 
as his assistant. It was also the team's first 
year in the Patriot League t a very competitive 
Division I league which includes the teams: 
Army, Fordham, Lafayette, Bucknell and Col- 
gate. But the 1990 season will be most re- 
membered for its unfulfilled expectations. 

Spirit was high in the beginning of Septem- 
ber. Rumors of contention for a Patriot 
League Championship were whispered 
throughout training camp. The loss of only 
five seniors, plus a gutsy and skillful freshman 
class only lent support to the hopes. Despite 
the fact that the team would be facing oppo- 
nents bolstered by scholarship players and a 
two week preseason, expectations were high 
and the outlook was promising. 

But these dreams were not to come true. 
Internal conflicts disrupted the team early on 
in the season. A number of important players 
quit the team after the first week of practice, 



leaving the freshmen to fill the open posi- 
tions. Among them, Peter Kilmartin, Dan Tol- 
man, Doug Bohn, Keith Briton, Brian Nigri, 
and John Antonucci earned their letters by 
performing key roles and keeping up team 
morale. Coach Dean said "This is perhaps the 
best class of soccer players I have worked 
with. They showed a great deal of heart under 
such difficult circumstances." Even so, the 
team lacked its former depth. This, coupled 
with a heart breaking loss to Fordham, (even- 
tual Patriot League Champs), 1-0 on their 
home field, caused the once high-spirited 
team to lose its optimism. The record speaks 
for itself. When asked what he thought would 
be the most memorable part of the 1990 sea- 
son, Coach Loftus said, "I will remember the 
determination that the players showed 
throughout the season. They never gave up, 
especially the three remaining seniors who 
managed to stick it out for the whole nine 
yards." The seniors were William Cervino and 
Jeffrey Schell, the co-captains for the 1990 
season, and Robert Hurstak III a four year 



letterman and goalkeeper for the Saders. 
Coach Dean and the Saders are already look- 
ing ahead to next year. He is very optimistic 
about the team's chances. "We are only los- 
ing three seniors next year, and I plan to be 
recruiting throughout the winter." Next 
year's team will find experience in William 
Martin and Timothy Graham, as hardy veter- 
an midfielders, and Sean Casey, returning 
striker. The entire Holy Cross defensive unit 
will be returning. Pablo Cejas, will be showing 
his senior leadership in the Crusaders' back- 
field, along with Paul Schmidt who had an 
excellent year in 1990. Both have been and 
will continue to be role models for the two 
sophomore wingbacks, Peter Kilmartin and 
Doug Bohn, who gained a great deal of experi- 
ence their freshman year. With the defense 
wrapped up, it is up to the Crusaders to devel- 
op an offensive threat. Hopes lie on the shoul- 
ders of sophomores Bill Miller and Matt 
McKusker and freshman Brian Nigri. The mid- 
field is rounded out by Dan Fetters and Peter 
Amann. When asked about his predictions for 
next year's teams, Coach Loftus said, "A win- 
ning record is never out of reach with this 
team.

year. After an impressive season start, Farrell 
developed "runner's knee" which hindered 
her performance, but hopes to return in full 
force next season. 

Kathleen McKnight '93, also started the 
season in promising form, but a subsequent 
stress fracture put her season on hold. Jean 
Donnelly '93, a top performer, contributed 
greatly to the success of the team. Kim Coul- 
ter '93 improved steadily throughout the sea- 
son, and her efforts were rewarded as she 
became the recipient of "Joy of Effort 
Award." Mollie Mitchell '93, a newcomer to 
cross country, and Kristin Rutigliano '93, 
sidelined with stress fractures, both have 
promising futures. 

The freshmen offset their inexperience with 
talent. Julia Galeazzi '94, the recipient of the 
"outstanding Freshman" award, was a pleas- 
ant surprise as she emerged as the number 
two runner for the team during the second 
half of the season. Her most notable victories 
were placing fifth overall at the Patriot 
Leagues, and the eleventh freshman overall 
at the ECAC meet. Patty O'Conner '94, al- 
though unable to finish the season, contribut- 
ed greatly to the team's success by placing 
first at the Worcester City's and third for 
team at the Bryants. Other freshmen includ- 
ed Pam Tully, field hockey convert, Kate Daw- 
son, and "Most Improved Athlete" award re- 
cipient Christine Davenport.

Optimism provides golf team's backbone 



The 1990-91 Holy Cross Golf Team 
played through the expected amount of 
frustration and ended the season with a 
surprising sense of optimism. With only 
three veterans returning, the team 
hoped to find new talent in the freshmen 
and sophomore additions. Fortunately, 
the interest in the golf team was unusu- 
ally strong, and a successful season 
seemed to be in reach, but instead 
proved elusive. 

The team began their season by losing 
consecutive matches to Providence Col- 
lege, a dominating force in New England 
Collegiate Golf. However, the team man- 
aged to finish the season with an ade- 
quate match record of 4-5, which includ- 
ed impressive victories over Assumption 
College and Springfield College. The best 
performances in match play were turned 
in by freshman big-hitter Chris Winter, 



who had a one-over par 73 match 
against Springfield. 

The first tournament of the season 
was the West Point Invitational Tourna- 
ment, hosted each year by Army. The 
Crusader Team has traditionally had 
trouble with the seriously flawed West 
Point golf course and the consistently 
strong Army squad.

Cunningham (84-84) were very respect- 
able considering the weather conditions. 

Despite the lackluster performance 
during the mid-season, the linksters still 
defended their title as the Worcester 
City Champions. The event attracts 
the five biggest schools in Worces- 
ter and is played at Holy Cross' 
home course, Pleasant Valley. Lo- 
cal knowledge helped Bob Cun- 
ningham (80, second place) and 
Mike Curtin (81, despite a 3-under 
par 34 on the front nine). The 
team looks forward to next year 
and hopes this season's late suc- 
cess will continue.

"We don't want war. We hate war. We 
know what war does." Saddam Hus- 
sein, about a week before invading 
Kuwait. 

Iraq's invasion of Kuwait August 2 
didn't strike me as any more signifi- 
cant than the conflicts in Trinidad or 
Liberia which dominated the Third 
World news this summer. However, 
President Bush erupted over this "na- 
ked aggression" which he declared a 
violation of international law. Sudden- 
ly, the Middle East took on a whole 
new role in the world which hadn't 
developed since the oil crises of the 
1970s. Everyone soon learned what 
the U.S. News and World Report stated 
on the cover of their June 1990 issue, 
Saddam Hussein had become "The 
World's Most Dangerous Man". The 
standoff between his one million man 
army and the rapidly increasing inter- 
national forces continued through Oc- 



tober without any significant conces- 
sions by either side. 

As Holy Cross students returned to 
campus in the end of August, Bush 
called upon a multinational blockade of 
Iraq. About this time, the President 
began speaking of the "new world or- 
der", encouraging unity among nations 
in shaping a post-Cold War world. 
James Baker gave new meaning to the 
phrase "shuttle diplomacy" as he at- 
tempted to attain international support 
for sanctions against Iraq. By late Sep- 
tember, the United Nations Security 
Council voted 14 to 1, with China the 
sole opposition, in favor of an air em- 
bargo against Iraq and Kuwait. 

Hussein's attempts to "link" an 
Iraqi withdrawal with the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian homeland 
seemed to gain credibility when 19 
Palestinian demonstrators were shot 
by Israeli police on October 10. In 
attempting to protect thousands of 
Jews below the Wailing Wall in Jerusa- 




lem from about 3000 Arab protesters, 
the police also wounded one hundred 
and forty Arabs. The United States 
responded not by advocating any 
terms or linkage for Iraqi withdrawal, 
but it did support a United Nations 
resolution condemning Israel for the 
action. Israel, however, refused to co- 
operate with the United Nations inves- 
tigation of the massacre. 

Public opinion polls showed general 
approval of Bush's actions in the Gulf 
with some reservation. A Wall Street 
Journal/NBC News poll, published 
9/21, showed fifty three percent of 
those polled supported US military ac- 
tion against Iraq despite the American 
hostages held there. Thirty four per 
cent opposed. However, Bush's re- 
sponse to the crisis fueled anti-imperi- 
alist sentiment in many parts of the 
Arab World and intensified the already 
sensitive Arab-American relations. Ab- 
deen Jabara, president of the Ameri- 
can-Arab Anti-discrimination commit- 
tee claimed that Bush "inadvertently 
helped to increase Saddam's populari- 
ty in the Middle East and made anti- 
Arab sentiment more kosher, so to 
speak."

tening to alleged hidden messages on the 
band's album, "Stained Class?" Although 
the Judge wrote that the subliminal mes- 
sage "do it" arose throughout the album, 
he claimed it resulted from a chance com- 
bination of sounds. Meanwhile, in October, 
the infamous 2 Live Crew again made the 
spotlight when an all white jury convicted a 
record store owner of obscenity for selling 
a sexually explicit album produced by the 
black rap group and banned by a Federal 
Judge. 

Massachusetts politics arose like a 
Phoenix as Michael Dukakis' political ca- 
reer burst into flames. While Dukakis' pop- 
ularity dipped into the teens, division ap- 
peared in the Democratic party. Lieutenant 
Governor Evelyn Murphy, also a Democrat, 
took advantage of a Dukakis European 
"trade mission" to stage a "coup d'etat" 
on the state government. With the demo- 



cratic primary nearing and her candidacy 
for governor stalling, Murphy decided to 
give her campaign a jump-start. Putting her 
fingers on the pulse of the voters, she 
realized that government spending and Du- 
kakis represented flat tires in this election. 
Therefore, during the governors absence, 
Murphy declared a new set of budget-cut- 
ting proposals, including a cut in Dukakis' 
salary, which would save the state $150 
million annually. Dukakis raced home to 
stop what seemed to be a last-ditch effort 
by Murphy in her own campaign for 
governor. 

These theatrics paled in comparison to 
the governors race itself when underdog 
John Silber won the Democratic nomina- 
tion. Silber, who had barely obtained the 
15% signatures required to run on the 
Democratic ballot provided the supreme 
"Silber Shocker" in his victory over the 



more well-known Democratic candidates. 
The straight shooting which Silber em- 
ployed so naturally may eventually have 
been his downfall as he called the Republi- 
can William Weld a "back-stabbing son of a 

b ", prompting many defections from 

the Democratic party and subliminal mes- 
sages on WFNX declaring "Silber is Hitler".

He 
said: "As college students, you 
should be aware that many 
doors of opportunity are not yet 
open for you. Minorities and 
women are still being discrimi- 
nated against. Business is still a 
white boy's club. Therefore, we 
still have a long way to go." 

The African film "Zhala" was 
shown on Tuesday. A group of 
World War II veterans directed 
by Kathleen Walcott, addressed 
the Holy Cross Community on 
Wednesday. The war veterans 
related their experiences as the 
first black fighting pilots in the 
air force. Their experiences

They offered a 
message of hope by overcoming 
racism and segregation while 
defending a country which de- 
nied them their constitutional 
rights.

Men's hoops shows their stuff in League Tournament 



In a season of ups and downs of 
which critics had high expectations, 
the men's hoops team pulled to- 
gether for a strong finish. Although 
their 18-12 record was not as glori- 
ous as some had anticipated, they 
came together for an impressive 
showing in the Patriot League Tour- 
nament, before losing in the finals 
on a last second shot. 

The 90-91 'Saders got off to a dis- 
appointing start with back-to-back 
losses to Western Michigan and 
Hartford. These two poorly execut- 
ed games were answered with spec- 
tacular victories over Big East foes 
Boston College (76-69, OT) and 
Providence (85-84). In front of a 
jampacked Hart Center crowd for 
the BC game, the Crusaders seemed 
to be ahead for good with five sec- 
onds remaining. When a BC guard 
successfully launched a three-point- 
er, another dissatisfying loss ap- 
peared inevitable. In what proved to 
be a pivotal point in the season, the 
character of 24th year Coach 
George Blaney's purple squad would 
not allow the momentum to shift in 
BC's favor, blowing them away for 
the 7 point victory. 

The inaugural season of Patriot 
League play began with three vic- 
tories over Lafayette, Bucknell and 
the Cadets of West Point. The win- 
ning streak ended with a frustrating 
loss at Fordham. Using that defeat 



as their fuel, the Crusaders avenged 
the loss with a victory atop Mt. St. 
James to end the Ram's 14 game 
winning streak (which was the sec- 
ond longest in the nation). One se- 
ries that disenchanted the Purple 
was two loses to a less skilled Lehigh 
squad; the Crusaders lost the first 
contest after being ahead by 19. 

Going into the league tournament, 
HC's record was 16-11, borderline 
for post-season play. The Tourna- 
ment hosts, the Crusaders opened 
with an easy win over a scrappy Col- 
gate squad. Provided with the confi- 
dence and determination to win, as 
well as the added incentive of beat- 
ing a team that they had lost to 
twice, HC went aggressively into the 
second round match-up against a 



cocky Lehigh team. The Crusaders 
outlasted the Engineers in an emo- 
tion-filled contest to advance to the 
finals and keep hopes of an NCAA bid 
alive. In a nationally televised event, 
HC showcased their talents, over- 
coming a 14 point deficit to take 
Fordham into overtime. Without the 
experience of seniors Jim Nairus 
and Aaron Jordan, who had fouled 
out, the Crusader squad was out of 
sync in the overtime period. The 
game went down to the wire with 
Fordham hitting a last second three 
pointer to put the game, the cham- 
pionship and post-season play out of 
reach.

Despite the challenge presented by 
the large size of teams such as 
Army, Fordham, and the University 
of Connecticut, the smaller Holy 
Cross Swim Team made waves with 
outstanding individual 
performances. 

The team picked up an invaluable 
group of freshman this year. Among 
them were Tracy Juan and Kathleen 
Keating, who added depth to the 
team's breastroke talents. Amy 
Brayton, Laura Molinari, Laura Ho- 
bin, and Polly O'Brian provided 
strength and stamina in the free- 
style events.

For the entire 
spring, summer and fall of 1990, the 
Lady Crusaders faced these tortures 
daily.

War came in the winter of 1990-1 
and forced all Americans to take a 
stand on issues of war and peace 
which to this point had been predomi- 
nately theoretical for people of college 
age. Some college students mobilized 
against the US action in the Gulf, but 
had little success influencing govern- 
ment policy. Others supported the war 
and made their voices heard to coun- 
teract the criticism of antiwar rallies. 
At Holy Cross, the Coalition for Alter- 
natives to the war distributed a news- 



letter and held demonstrations. Pax 
Christi organized a "teach-in" day in 
which students could come together 
and share their views on the conflict in 
the Middle East. The right to free 
speech emerged as the clear victor in 
the debate between pro- and anti-war 
spokespeople. 

Those who protested this war dif- 
fered from the Vietnam protesters in 
that they did not make the troops the 
object of their frustrations. While vet- 
erans of Vietnam returned from risking 
their lives for their country to a chorus 
of boos and spitting, these troops 
would be supported, said many. Yellow 
ribbons symbolizing that the troops 
were not forgotten became increasing- 
ly prevalent on mailboxes, businesses, 
and persons themselves. Amy Ellis, a 
senior at the University of Miami em- 
phasized that many ensured that they 
would not repeat the mistakes of the 
60s: "Those of us who have studied 
the Vietnam War are ashamed of the 



way students treated the vets when 
they came back home. There is defi- 
nitely a feeling among us that whether 
you are for or against the war, you 
should support the soldiers." 

While peace rallies did not define 
the character of this nation as in the 
sixties, pro-war movements attempted 
to fill this role. At Holy Cross, Students 
Mobilized Against Saddam Hussein 
(SMASH) exhibited superior creativity 
than Harvard University in its choice of 
acronymn. Harvard conjured the title 
SUDS (Students United for Desert 
Storm). The editor of the student 
newspaper at Kent State, where four 
students died from shots by National 
Guardsmen attempting to break up a 
1970 anti Vietnam war protest, said 
that 60% of students supported the 
war. "I feel like my generation is turn- 
ing back to the World War II idea that 
its honorable to fight for your coun- 
try", said a Kent State sophomore.

Fragile unions formed in the begin- 
ning of this century threatened to col- 
lapse as the 1900s come to an end. 
The Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics, established during the first world 
war, faced vehement struggles for in- 
dependence from its fringe republics. 
In particular, the Baltic republics of 
Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia viewed 
themselves as colonies annexed by the 
Soviet Union in the Nazi-Soviet pact of 
1939. While President Gorbachev re- 
ceived the Nobel Peace Prize for his 
decision not to send tanks into Eastern 
Europe, he received much criticism for 
using force to upstart republics. In late 
January, Gorbachev granted the KGB 
formal authority to search any building 
and detain any person for questioning 



without a warrant. This decision wor- 
ries those who believe Gorbachev may 
be losing his command to communist 
party hard-liners who would crack 
down and rid Russia of perestroikaani 
glasnost Also formed after World War 
I, Yugoslavia confronted nationalist up- 
risings in its various republics. A plebi- 
scite in the Yugoslavian republic of 
Slovenia returned results with 70% of 
voters favoring independence from the 
Yugoslav nation. This northernmost, 
wealthiest and most developed of Yu- 
goslavia's republics believed it could 
survive economically as an indepen- 
dent country. 

While the Soviet Union and Yugosla- 
via sought to maintain stability, the 
union of European states known as the 




European Economic Community lifted 
economic sanctions against South Afri- 
ca. Citing the reforms of President 
F.W, de Klerk, the Europeans' new poli- 
cy toward this nation differs from that 
of the United Nations and the United 
States, which maintain sanctions. Fur- 
thermore, younger members of the Af- 
rican National Congress, the Azanian 
People's Organization, and the Pan- 
Africanist Congress strongly favor 
leaving sanctions in place. However, 
Inkatha Party leader and Zulu Chief 
Margosuthu Buthelezei praised the Eu- 
ropean decision and scorned the Unit- 
ed Nations for not following suit. 

Meanwhile, Sinead O'Connor took 
herself much more seriously than the 
music and entertainment industries. 



Pulling out of the Grammy awards 
topped her list of surprises after refus- 
ing to appear of Saturday Night with 
Andrew Dice Clay and refusing to per- 
form at a concert if the National An- 
them were played. John Leland, who 
branded this type of righteousness by 
entertainers as "conspicuous piety", 
writes in Newsweek: "John Lennon 
may have declared the Beatles more 
popular than Jesus, but he never con- 
fused the two." Sinead explained her 
actions the best: "As artists, I believe 
that our function is to express the 
feelings of the human race - always to 
speak the truth, and never to keep it 
hidden."

Most professors do research, or work 
°n a publication when they go on sabbati- 
cal. Not Professor Lynn Kremer Babcock. 
She packed her bags and took off for 
South East Asia. Why? To study Indone- 
sian mask dancing. She has been interest- 
ed in Asian dance since 1976 when she 
attended conventions of the National As- 
sociation for Theater and Higher Educa- 
, 0n - She was intrigued by how particular 
'ndonesian performers worked with their 
entire bodies in performance, and how 
th ey do not separate the physical, vocal 
a nd emotional, which she says "is what 
Performance is all about/' 

One year before her sabbatical, Profes- 
sor Babcock went to Indonesia to explore

and find teachers. Then, from August 
1990 to February of 1991, she studied 
Japanese Classical dance and the de- 
manding art of Indonesian mask dancing, 
work which she is now using in her 'Tech- 
nique in Mask Performance" class. After 
two months back in the states, she em- 
barked for Palau in Micronesia where she 
researched the chant/dance tradition un- 
til August. Her studies resulted in a pilot 
video on the process of making a chant/ 
dance. Currently, Professor Babcock is 
attempting to obtain grants so that she 
can return to Micronesia and film a docu- 
mentary on the chant/dance tradition. 

In talking about the purpose of her 
study she says, "I wanted to explore what 
there is in Indonesian performance that 
would benefit the Western actor." One 
major find is that Indonesians do not 
teach concentration, but rather learn 
how to concentrate naturally because 
their classes are taught in what she de- 



scribes as a state of chaos — people wan- 
der in and out of classes, make com- 
ments, and cause what a Western actor 
might call unpardonable interruptions. 
The Indonesian performers learn how to 
work with the chaos and therefore per- 
form better in spite of it. She feels that 
this has made a change in her own teach- 
ing, for she now allows her classes to be 
more "chaotic" by letting people wander 
in and out, and by having "audiences" 
comment on classes. 

One major benefit of Professor Bab- 
cock's studies and subsequent sharing 
her new knowledge at Holy Cross is that 
she furthers the goal of cross-cultural 
education. Her students have the oppor- 
tunity to find out what it is like to be an 
Indonesian mask dancer, and through 
performance pieces, the Holy Cross com- 
munity gets to explore intimately another 
culture as well,

Keeping Up With . . . 
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Patricia L. Bizzell

One of the newest titles on the impressive Holy Cross 
authors booklist is The Rhetorical Tradition, recently co- 
authored by English Department member Patricia Bizzell 
and her husband, Bruce Herzberg, an English professor at 
Bentley College. Professor Bizzell calls this publication "a 
massive undertaking" because it is the first book of its kind 
to cover the tradition of rhetoric from Classical times to the 
present. She first became interested in the subject while 
doing PhD work at Rutgers University. After graduating from 
Wellesley College in 1970 with a major in English and a 
minor in Philosophy, Professor Bizzell found herself teach- 
ing freshman Composition as part of her post-graduate 
work. While most graduate students find such a task a labo- 
rious albeit necessary part of their PhD work, Bizzell found 
the task both exciting and interesting. Looking back she 
says, "I wanted to know how to teach writing better." So 
she set off learning composition theory and rhetoric, studies 
not offered at the time. Her graduate school work has led to 
the pioneering volume which was published in May of 1990. 
She by no means feels that the book is complete, and 
foresees future editions because "rhetoric is not a single 
tradition, and not fixed for all time, but always changing." 
Professor Bizzell is currently challenging Holy Cross stu- 
dents as well as furthering her own thoughts on rhetoric by 
using her book in a course called The History of Rhetoric. 

Besides her interest in rhetoric and writing, Professor 
Bizzell has pursued studies in Women's Literature. Consider- 
ing the predominantly white-male canon of Literature 
taught in schools today, she sees a need to get some of the 
worthy literature by women and minority writers out into 
the open. Ultimately, she would like to see a new canon of 
Literature which includes writings that equally represent all 
social groups, but for the time, until "the happy day of total 
integration," she will continue to teach separate courses. In 
the women writers courses which she has offered at Holy 
Cross, she appreciates and admires the way her students 
grapple with the ideas and issues raised in the books. 

Professor Bizzell has enjoyed the thirteen years she has 
been teaching at Holy Cross. "I think Holy Cross students 
are really smart, and its gratifying to teach them. But I really 
like it here because the students genuinely want to know 
what it means to be men and women for others." Students 
who are trying to live up to Holy Cross' motto could not ask 
for a better model than Professor Bizzell.

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Dr. Linda Carli of the Psychology Department received her 
B.A. in Psychology from the University of Connecticut in 1977 
and her Ph.D. in Social Psychology from the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst in 1984. Before coming to Holy 
Cross, Dr. Carli taught at Mount Holyoke, Smith and the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. Since 1985, Dr. Carli has been an 
active and influential member of the Psychology Department 
and the Holy Cross community. 

Dr. Carli has focused her research on two central issues. The 
first is in the area of gender and how men and women interact. 
Specifically, she has focused on the effects that gender differ- 
ences have on the ability to influence and her findings support 
several interesting conclusions. Dr. Carli has found that often 
the results of past experiments depended not so much on the 
actual experiment, but rather on the gender of the author. It 
seems that male authors were much more likely to find men 
more influential than women. Dr. Carli has also found evidence 
that men and women do act differently in varying social 
groups: male, female, or mixed. Recently, she has been inves- 
tigating the importance of non-verbal cues (it may be that how 
you say something is more important that what you say). 

A second area of interest for Dr. Carli is victimization. She 
has focused her research on investigating coping strategies; in 
other words, how people deal with adversity. She has ob- 
served how people react to hearing about the victimization of 
another, and has found that people often react using two 
interrelated processes. They usually use hindsight bias to ex- 
plain why someone becomes a victim. This involves seeing 
links which may or may not have led to the incident, and then 
viewing the incident as inevitable. People also alter their mem- 
ory of the past so that it agrees with their perception of 
victimization. 

While at Holy Cross, Dr. Carli has served as co-chair for an 
Ad-Hoc committee of faculty members that researched stu- 
dent life here at Holy Cross. The committee distributed a 400- 
item questionnaire to about 300 students and then inter- 
viewed 250 students. The study examined all aspects of 
student life on the hill including social, emotional, intellectual, 
religious, and personal experiences. This was an incredibly 
comprehensive report which did not just focus on the deficien- 
cies of the school, but provided a variety of solutions which 
would help to combat these problematic areas.

One of the most widely renowned members of the Holy Cross 
Music Department is not usually found in a classroom, but in the 
choir loft of St. Joseph's Memorial Chapel. Professor James 
David Christie, an internationally recognized organist, came to 
Holy Cross in 1985 at the request of President Reverend John E. 
Brooks, S.J., to become the "Distinguished Artist in Residence." 
At that time, Professor Christie served as consultant for the 
construction of the Taylor-Boody Organ in St. Joseph's. This 
organ is known for its superb quality, and is one of few such 
instruments in the United States. 

Professor Christie's interest in the organ began at the age of 
three when he would pull stops on the organ at his church in 
LaCrosse, Wisconsin. He began studying piano at the age of five, 
and organ at the age of eight. By the time he was ten, he was 
playing at twelve church services a week in LaCrosse. 

In 1979, Christie's professional international career began 
when he became the first American to win first prize, as well as 
the Prize of the Audience, at the Brugges Organ Competition in 
Belgium. Since that time, he has toured extensively as a soloist 
throughout Europe and the United States, and has also per- 
formed with many of the most prominent orchestras in this 
country and abroad. Currently, Professor Christie holds positions 
as organist for the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Artistic Director 
for the International Artists' Series at Mechanics Hall in Worces- 
ter, and Artistic Consultant for the Handel and Haydn Society 
under the direction of Christopher Hogwood. At Holy Cross, Pro- 
fessor Christie is director of the Chapel Artists' Series which 
brings touring organists and choral groups to the college. He has 
recorded as soloist with the Boston Symphony Orchestra under 
the Philips label, and with the Handel and Haydn Society under 
the london-Becca label. Christie has also made solo recordings 
with Nonesuch, Northeastern, and GM Records. 

Despite his impressive professional credentials, most students 
know "Jim" as the organist and director of the Schola Cantorum, 
a choir which provides music for the liturgy every Sunday morn- 
ing, and periodically gives full concerts. When he first came to 
Holy Cross, the Schola Cantorum had only seven members; to- 
day the choir numbers over forty. Professor Christie says, "I 
enjoy my interaction with the students. They are a diverse group 
who show an appreciation for good music, and often come out to 
support each other." Although all of us may not possess Chris- 
tie's incredible gift, we are fortunate to have him here to share 
his talent and his love for music with all of us at Holy Cross.

Two years ago Professor Alice Deckert 
joined the Chemistry Department at Holy 
Cross after receiving her Ph.D from Stan- 
ford University. Since then students from 
all years have had the opportunity to ex- 
perience the unique combination of 
knowledge and enthusiasm for Chemistry 
and social concern that she brings with 
her to the College. 

After growing up in the Mennonite tradi- 
tion in rural Kansas, Deckert attended 
Bethel College in Newton, Kansas, a small 
liberal arts college similar to Holy Cross. 
She graduated from Bethel in 1984 with a 
B.A. as a Chemistry/Math double major, 
Deckert says her interest in Chemistry 
developed 'accidentally' at Bethel as she 
explored many disciplines. "Without real- 
izing it, I just kept taking chemistry 
courses because I enjoyed them, and 
then I was a major." 

After graduating from Bethel, Deckert 
pursued her interest in chemistry at Stan- 
ford University. At Stanford, she special- 
ized in Physical Chemistry, receiving her 
Ph.D in 1989, with the hope of ultimately 
returning to a small liberal arts college to 
teach. Early that summer, while trying to 
decide where, Deckert was honored with 



a Clare Booth Luce Fellowship. The award 
is given annually to the top women enter- 
ing a non-traditional field, and offers the 
recipients a salary and funding for possi- 
ble research projects. 

With her concern for social justice 
which developed from her Mennonite 
background and her extensive back- 
ground in Chemistry, Deckert looked for a 
college at which she would be able to inte- 
grate the two. Holy Cross filled that need. 
Deckert says "I was most impressed with 
the social awareness of the students here 
at Holy Cross, and the way in which that 
awareness in constantly developed 
through their eagerness to learn both in 
the classroom, and through experience." 
Here, Deckert has managed to become 
involved in both intellectual and socially 
oriented spheres of the college. She con- 
ducts research in Physical Chemistry, 
with four chemistry majors in her group. 
Her work studies the rates of reactions at 
di-acetylene-glass interfaces. She is on 
the Black Student Advisory Committee, 
and faculty advisor for the Cross and Cru- 
cible. 

Perhaps most importantly, Deckert has 
been a role model for the women at Holy 




Cross. She sees herself "as a reminder to 
women that they can do anything." "I 
shouldn't be the exception," she says "all 
women should realize that they have the 
opportunities and talents to achieve their 
goals through hard work." Through her 
achievements, she has proven this state- 
ment to be true,

Johnson joined Holy Cross as one of 
the newest members of the already im- 
pressive Classics Department. She 
comes to us straight from graduate 
school at the University of Southern 
California where she recently earned 
her Phd.

and discussion. At this point, she is do- 
ing some writing, the ideas for which 
were born in her Mythology class. 

Johnson's interests lie in the areas of 
free speech, artistic rights and censor- 
ship. Her Phd dissertation centered 
around these ideas in book V of Ovid's 
Metamorphosis. She found that Ovid 
draws connections between victims of 
rape, imperial anger, and limitations of 
free speech in the early Roman empire 
in the poetic competition in book V be- 
tween the Muses and the mortal fe- 
male singers (called the Emathides). 
She says, "I was surprised to find a 
poet from 2,000 years ago talking 
about these themes. Ovid seems to 
have been way ahead of his time." She 
is now working on converting her dis- 
sertation into a book. 

In her two years at Holy Cross, John- 
son has thoroughly enjoyed herself. 
For her, Holy Cross represents "a 
charming contradiction. It is a smalt, 
traditional New England college, but 
there is a free exchange of ideas in the

"It is important for 
students to see themselves as potentially becomming 
scientists." 

Like other professors in the Biology Department, Dr. 
Ledbetter is currently involved with research at Holy 
Cross. She is studying cellular communication and how 
such interactions can be manipulated and controlled. *'] 
am very much interested in how cells talk to each other, 
she says. 

Dr. Ledbetter is indeed a fascinating woman. She has a 
family, and enjoys the therapeutic value of playing the 
violin. Both her smile and her willingness to share have 
enriched many of our lives, and will continue to engender 
in her students a passion for Biology,

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In the 1988-89 academic year, a new idea originated in the 
Modern Language Department. Realizing that language students 
must be exposed to native speakers, the department instituted a 
Teaching Assistant program. Conversation aids from the coun- 
tries of the six languages taught were hired. They came to teach 
"practica," an extra hour or two each week (depending on the 
level of the course) to engage the students in conversation and to 
impart something of the culture of the country. It is hoped that 
the combination of grammar and conversation puts the students 
more at ease with language they are learning and makes it more 
accessible. 

This year there are Conversation Aids: from Germany — Mar- 
tin Helbig and Wiebke Woellner; from France — Marie-Pierre 
Mechineau and Agnes Benani; from Spain — Immaculada Castro 
and Maribel Fernandez; from Italy — Enricia Ceretti; and guest 
lecturers Marina Dibrova from the Soviet Union and Wenchao He 
from China. 

Not only are the Conversation Aids here to teach, they're here 
to learn. They take one course a semester as well as do their 
share of travelling, exploring, and touring. In fact, Marie Pierre is 
currently working on her Master's Thesis which concerns food in 
New England. They have all made efforts to become involved in 
campus life, between sports, weekend activities, eating in Kim-

Professor James Nickoloff is a recent ad- 
dition to the Religious Studies Department 
who concentrates his energies on theologi- 
cal developments in Latin America. The 
first member of the department to special- 
ize in this area, he comes to HC after 
spending time in many different countries 
and cultures including Junior Year Abroad 
in France, the Peace Corps in Korea, 
teaching in Kingston, Jamaica, and working 
in Peru. 

As a result of these travels, Prof. Nicko- 
loff began to focus on the plight of the 
poor, especially in the Third World. Later 
on he developed a corresponding theologi- 
cal interest when he came to the realiza- 
tion that Liberation Theology had the most 
to say about God and the poor, and thus 
had greater relevance to his life, compared 
with other theologies he had encountered 
as a graduate student in Theology. Hence, 
he went to Bolivia in 1984, learned Spanish 
under trial by fire, and continued his stud- 
ies in Peru. Observing the life of faith of 
people struggling against oppression, he 
completed the necessary research to earn 
his PhD. in systematic theology. He has 
subsequently spent time in other Latin 
countries, teaching and working with the 
poor. 



He now divides his time between teach- 
ing full time at HC and spending his sum- 
mers in Latin America, such as Peru in f 89 
and Nicaragua in '90. He says he is torn in 
deciding where to go during his summers 
over whether to return to places where he 
has already been in order to establish 
some roots or to go to a new location in 
order to gain a broader perspective on the 
theology and culture of Latin America. Bra- 
zil is one option he would like to consider 
since it constitutes such a large portion of 
South America. 

Prof. Nickoloff explains that his field of 
study is challenging because it is so dynam- 
ic, significant because by the year 2,000, 
50% of all Catholics will be living in Latin 
America, and fascinating because of its rel- 
evance to his own life. His diverse life expe- 
rience enhances his classroom style, espe- 
cially in his questioning students about 
attitudes concerning life, love, and the pur- 
suit of money which people in. the First 
World often take for granted. Hence, Holy 
Cross has much to gain from the contribu- 
tion of Prof. Nickoloff.

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A member of the history department 
for 21 years, Professor David O'Brien spe- 
cializes in the history of the Catholic 
Church in the United States. In October 
of 1989, he was the first person to re- 
ceive the "Outstanding Professor of the 
Year" award from the Worcester Consor- 
tium on Higher Education. Upon gradua- 
tion from The University of Notre Dame in 
I960, he received his Phd. from the Uni-

pursued Post Doctoral Studies in Theol- 
ogy at Harvard Divinity School. He subse- 
quently received an Honorary Degree of 
Humane Letters from Xavier University in 
Cincinnati in 1985. 

Before coming to HC, he taught for five 
years at Loyola College in Montreal during 
which time he also served as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Association for 
American Studies. Since coming here he 
has been an avid writer including such 
books as The Renewal of American Ca- 
tholicism, Renewing the Earth: Catholic 
Documents on Justice, Peace, and Liber- 
ation (editor with Thomas Shannon), and 
his most recent The Promised Land: Isaac 
Hecker and American Cathoiicism. 
Among his activities, one of the most no- 
table is the Peace and Conflict Studies 
Program, which he helped to found in 
1988. Another current project is a Nation- 
al Seminar on Jesuit Higher Education 
which meets 3 times a year. 

In writing for periodicals such as Com- 
monweal, Cross Currents, and National 
Catholic Reporter, Professor O'Brien has 
reflected many times on his role in the 



Catholic Church, both as the product of 
Catholic schools and a professor at Holy 
Cross: "While I know a great deal about 
the many inequities of pastoral, liturgical, 
and parochial life in the United States, I 
cannot imagine a richer and more inter- 
esting community of meaning and value 
to make one's own." Last year, Prof. 
O'Brien chaired a committee to draw up a 
mission statement for the college: he 
soon discovered it was a very problematic 
task, but concluded that "intellectual life 
and Liberal Arts education are not ends in 
themselves but are always carried in with- 
in a specific community at a particular 
time and place in history . . . Values are 
linked to fundamental commitments, so 
that justice and peace ought to be inte- 
grated with the fundamental religious and 
philosophical questions at the heart of 
Liberal Arts education."

Professor John D. O'Connell, the well re- 
spected Accounting Professor in the Eco- 
nomics department, has taught at Holy 
Cross for thirty-four years. Holy Cross is a 
familiar place to him because he graduated 
from The Cross in 1953, earning his Bache- 
lor of Arts Degree in Economics, while con- 
centrating a substantial amount of study in 
Theology and Philosophy. He pursued his 
M.B.A. in Accounting at Boston University 
and taught at their undergraduate level as 
well. This, coupled with his outstanding ac- 
ademic record at Holy Cross, prompted 
the President of Holy Cross to offer him a 
teaching position in the Economics 
Department. 

During his many years of teaching at 
Holy Cross, Professor O'Connell has no- 
ticed an improvement in the caliber of the 
students' education. He attributes this to 
the transition to co-ed education back in 
1970. The increase in applicants to Holy 
Cross factor out the marginal students 
who might otherwise have been accepted. 

Professor O'Connell's credentials go be- 
yond his teaching. He is very active in the 
Holy Cross and his own personal communi- 
ty. At Holy Cross, he served as Chair of the 
Junior Year Abroad Committee for nine 
years. He was an assistant to the Fresh- 



man Dean, and consulted on the Finance 
and Investment Committees of the Board 
of Trustees. He also is a member of the 
Estate Planning Committee. Within his own 
community, Professor dedicates his time 
to his Parish by playing an instrumental 
role on the Finance Committee. He is also 
Chair of the Board of Trustees in his condo- 
minium community in Cape Cod. 

Professor O'Connell teaches four 
courses in the Accounting major, but his 
most satisfying course to teach is Interme- 
diate Accounting. He based his choice on 
the wide variety of subject matter that is 
essential for his students to understand 
and master in order to be prepared for the 
CP. A. examination. 

Having experienced Professor O'Connell 
for the majority of my studies in Account- 
ing, I have benefited greatly from his vigor- 
ous homework assignments and challeng- 
ing examinations, especially his lengthy 
final exams. However, his phenomenal Ac- 
counting knowledge and uncanny ability to 
compute numbers faster than a calculator 
will always be the highlights of my class- 
room experience with him. Indeed, his con- 
tributions to the Economics department 
have caused the Accounting major at Holy 
Cross to be recognized as one of the elite

Professor Pax joined the faculty of HC in 1961. He received his 
B.A. and his Ph.D. in Philosophy at Notre Dame in 1951 and in 
1962; in between, he earned his M.A. in Philosophy from St. Louis 
University. Prior to his doctoral work he taught at high schools in 
Ohio and California. After teaching at HC for six years he attend- 
ed the Westfalishes Wilhelms Universitat, Munster, West Germa- 
ny for post-doctoral study in Philosophy and Theology. 

His primary project has always involved the question of Being 
and wholeness. Professor Pax concerns himself deeply with the 
context which we all share as brothers and sisters, such as Death 
and "the Holy." This broad concern affects all facets of his life 
and provides a link between his philosophical and religious ideals. 
In furthering his project, Professor Pax focuses on such thinkers 
as Heidegger, Marcel, Gadamer, and Ricoeur who are also inter- 
ested in the commonality of our Being. Furthermore, he pos- 
sesses a keen interest in relevant Oriental Philosophy, especially 
Taoism. 

These philosophical concerns have led him to serve the com- 
munity as a member of the Board of Management of the YMCA 
and as a member of the Board of Directors for the Worcester 
Public Inebriate Program. On an intellectual level, Professor Pax 
frequently attends conferences and publishes in an attempt to 
engage in conversation with other thinkers who share his con- 
cern in the totality of humankind. In the classroom he establishes 
a relationship where he too is a student, always growing and 
furthering his goal. This constant desire for knowledge represents 
one reason that Professor Pax is so well-respected on campus. 
He was recently awarded the honor of Sears Outstanding Profes- 
sor in recognition of his service to this institution and it students. 
After thirty years of teaching here, Professor Pax plans to retire

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The Worcester Area Project on Aging 

The Sociology/Anthropology department, having received a 
grant from the National Institute of Aging of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health, has been running the Worcester Area Project on 
Aging. Under the direction of Professor Stephen Ainlay, with the 
help of Professors Victoria Swigert and Royce Singleton, the 
study is now in its second year of operation. 

The Project offers a chance for teachers and students to do 
joint research. Between ten and fourteen students have partici- 
pated. They undergo intense training as interviewers and then go 
in to the city of Worcester and interview elderly residents, sixty 
five years of age and older, using a questionnaire developed in the 
summer by students under the guidance of Singleton, Swigert, 
and Ainlay. 

In the first year, Ainlay and students studied Aging and Religios- 
ity. The final results of this study were presented by Professor 
Ainlay to Professionals at a conference in Virginia. This past year, 
the research, directed by Swigert, focused on the fear of crime 
and victimization among the elderly. Singleton, who specializes in 
research methods (among other things), teaches data analysis 
and computer statistics to the student researchers after all the 
data has been collected. The final stages of the Project involves 
students analyzing and writing reports discussing their findings. 
The Project will be renewed again, thus allowing the continuation 
of this excellent opportunity,

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What exactly makes the Office of Spe- 
cial Studies so "special"? Historically, 
Special Studies developed in response to 
the changing curriculum in the early 
1960's. At that time, 30 out of the 32 
courses were prescribed to insure a com- 
mon intellectual experience among ev- 
eryone educated at Holy Cross. As the 
College recognized the individual stu- 
dent's need to have freedom from curric- 
ular confinements in order to fully explore 
his potential (sex exclusive language ap- 
propriate to the time period), the Office 
of Special Studies provided an alternative 
to the traditional rigid curriculum. Special 
Studies was conceived from an intensely 
liberal arts tradition, providing the maxi- 
mum occasion for the student to involve 
himself in his own scholarly investigation. 
According to Pr. Martha Crunkleton, di- 
rector of the Office of Special Studies, 
"new ideas about teaching and learning 
were institutionalized" when Special 
Studies was created. 

Today, the Office of the Special Studies 
still represents innovation in the curricu- 
lum, a way for students and faculty to try 
new things within all the disciplines. One 
fourth of the faculty and one third of the 
student body participate in Special Stud- 




ies' over fifteen programs, which include 
the International Studies Concentration, 
the College Honors Program, and the 
Peace and Conflict Studies Concentra- 
tion. Special Studies grants professors 
and students the opportunity to shape 
the curriculum, to test out new ideas — 
ideas which give the intellectual experi- 
ence its vitality. Crunkleton emphasizes 
that Special Studies programs seek to 
make connections, to show that "even 
specialization is connected to something 
else, a larger picture, this is the whole 
purpose of interdisciplinary studies." 

Crunkleton was one of 49 Americans 
selected to receive a Kellogg National Fel- 
lowship last year. The Kellogg Foundation 
runs a leadership training program to help 
expand leadership skills, and encourages 
the Fellows to research social, economic, 
or political problems outside their realm 
of expertise. Crunkleton will go to Africa 
the summer of '91 to experience and un- 
derstand the devastating effects of AIDS 
on that country. Her work in Africa will 
complement her research and writing on 
religion, philosophy and cultural criticism 
in the future,

At the end of the 3rd floor Fenwick corridor which houses 
the Political Science Department, an airy office conspicu- 
ously decorated with political cartoons and a Nerf basket- 
ball hoop houses one of Holy Cross's best loved Political 
Science professors. The playful, fun atmosphere of his place 
of work reflects the exuberance for life, passion for teach- 
ing, and enthusiasm for education which shapes the educa- 
tor and scholar named Paul Zernicke. 

A native of the midwest, Dr. Zernicke joined the faculty of 
HC in the fall of 1988 and received his PhD from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin in 1989. A specialist in American political 
•nstitutions and processes, Professor Zernicke has most 
recently engaged in an examination of " Presidential Roles in 
Rhetoric" for a journal entitled Political Communication and 
Persuasion and has contributed to the Encyclopedia of 
American Political Parties, slated for publication in the 
1991-1992 academic year. While he intends to continue his 
work on presidential rhetoric, he will be turning his attention 
to the study of the electoral college as his next major pro- 
ject. Professor Zernicke has also utilized his skills as a politi- 
cal consultant to candidates running for state office. 

Research aside, the young professor is best loved by his 
students for his enthusiastic teaching. Professor Zernicke 
believes that, 'Teaching isn't just a job — it's a trust and a 
privlege." Like doctors entrusted with their patients' health, 
professors, he believes, are entrusted with the minds of 
their students and he does not take this responsibility light- 
ly- The most important goal of teaching is not to teach 
students what to think, but rather how to think; he tries to 
get students to move beyond the mere regurgitation of 
tacts and to force them to think first and foremost, for 
themselves. In challenging them, Zernicke attempts to im- 
part to his students some of the passion for life and learning 
Which he himself espouses. 

In order to accomplish this momentous task, Professor 
Zernicke lives by what he calls the three P's of Professional 
Teaching — preparation, presentation, and most important- 
ly, passion. Teaching must be more than a way to earn a 
j'ving, he contends, for teaching is based on a love of the 
,r| terchange of ideas. It is exciting, inspirational, and pas- 
sionate — the exhileration and satisfaction that one feels 
w hen one opens up someone's mind, or makes a student 
r econsider an old idea. In love with life and with learning, 
ar >d engaged in passing this on to his students, Professor 
Zernicke enthusiastically claims, "Zernicke himself is happi- 
ly forever a student as well as a teacher." As a scholar 
e agerly pursuing new insights into political questions and as 
a teacher eager to share his passion for life and learning, 
this energetic faculty member is both a mentor and a model 
f or his students.

Professor Joanna E. Ziegler has been 
an Associate Professor in the History of 
Art at Holy Cross for the past eight years. 
Having graduated Magna Cum Laude and 
a member of Phi Beta Kappa from Brown 
University with a B.A., M.A., and Ph.D. in 
the History of Art, Professor Ziegler's in- 
terest and expertise lie in the areas of 
criticism and aesthetics, the history of 
architecture, and the history of woman's 
art in the Middle Ages. 

Among the numerous awards and dis- 
tinctions that Professor Ziegler has re- 
ceived are the Belgian American Educa- 



tional Foundation Fellowship (1980-81) 
and the National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities Fellowship (1987). One cannot 
begin to list all of her publications of 
books, exhibition catalogues and articles, 
but Professor Ziegler's most recent publi- 
cation, Sculpture of Compassion: The Me- 
dieval Pieta and the Beguines in the 
Southern Low Countries, is forthcoming 
this year from the Belgian Historical Insti- 
tute of Rome. She has been invited to 
lecture and present various scholarly pa- 
pers throughout the United States and 
abroad. In 1991, she became a founding

member of the Society for the Study of 
Low Country History and Art History. 

However, even if one was to list all of 
Professor Ziegler's scholarly pursuits and 
distinctions one would have no better un- 
derstanding of her profound influence on 
the students of Holy Cross. Any student 
who has had the privilege of being chal- 
lenged and stimulated by Professor 
Ziegler's lectures and discussions also 
knows the sounds of her hands slamming 
down on the table while her voice reaches 
new heights of anger. She believes that 
Holy Cross is full of immensely talented 
students who are lazy at times and need 
to be encouraged to excellence. 

One of her students notes that "Profes- 
sor Ziegler has a unique way of drawing 
from you the underpinnings of a work of 
scholarship and empowering you with the 
necessary foundation to evaluate effec- 
tively the conclusions of that scholarship 
and thereby formulate your own conclu- 
sions". He is by no means alone in his 
opinion. Another student says, "Her non- 
hierarchical approach both in and out of 
the classroom fosters a holistic and inter- 
disciplinary course of study. Isn't this the 
true meaning of the liberal arts education 
on which Holy Cross is based? Professor 
Joanna E. Ziegler does indeed embody 
these ideals and the Holy Cross commu- 
nity is lucky to have the opportunity to 
work with such an individual,

The 1990-91 Holy Cross Track 
and Field Team had one of the most 
outstanding indoor and outdoor sea- 
sons the school has seen in years. 
Under the leadership of Coaches Ka- 
vanaugh, Huston, newcomer John 
Hoogasian, and the senior athletes, 
the squad's level of intensity soared. 
This translated into victories over 
Bates, New Hampshire, and Lowell, 
entries at the Millrose Game, the 
Penn Relays, and the ICUA's. 

At Bates, the team came together 
to defeat a strong opponent. In the 
weight events, Pete Cummings led 
the way, followed by Jim Hathaway 
and Chazz Lees. Doug MacLaren 
placed in several events. However, it 
was the seniors that made the differ- 
ence. Co-captain Tim O'Brien placed 
in the 1500 and 800 while the trio of 
Bernie McMahon, Chris McMor- 
mack, and Joe Zebrak dominated 
the pole vault.

The indoor season ended with a 
sixth place finish at the Patriot 
League Championships at Colgate 
University. Although there were sev- 
eral outstanding performances dur- 
ing the meet, the competition 
proved to be too powerful, but the 
team overcame their disappoint- 
ment and looked with anticipation to 
the outdoor season. 

As the outdoor season unfolded, 
the team again acquired a new level 
of dedication. Zebrak, McMahon, 
and MacLaren placed in several 
events in the Worcester City Cham- 
pionships. The weight men also 



dominated the competition with 
sophomore Mike McCloud adding to 
the points. Tom Gaudrault finished 
his career with a strong 800, and the 
distance squad made a fine showing 
in the 800, 1500, 5000, and steeple- 
chase.

The 1990-91 Men's Varsity Crew 
took to the waters of Lake Quinsiga- 
mond in early September in prepa- 
ration for the fall season.

While St Patrick's Day passed at 
Holy Cross in typical fashion, New York 
city received quite a stir over the holi- 
day. When the Irish organization run- 
ning the St. Patrick's Day Parade 
claimed they could not find the space 
to include a group of gays and lesbians 
who insisted upon marching in the pa- 
rade, protests forced them to capitu- 
late. To show his solidarity with the 
group, Mayor Dinkins chose to ride in 
the parade with the gays and lesbians. 
While Mayor Dinkins received ill-treat- 
ment from a few members of the 
crowd, one of whom dumped a beer on 
his head, Catholics bore the brunt of 
the criticism for the fiasco. Nominal 
Irish Catholics Pete Hamill and Jimmy 
Breslin lead the charge in the media's 
assault on their own kind.

New York's Cardinal John O'Connor 
claimed that the city's newspaper's 
publish slurs against Roman Catholics 
which they would never allow against 
any other group. While Newsday col- 
umnist Murray Kempton agreed that 
"Anti-Catholicism is historic and and 
endemic in the United States", he also 
claimed that many liberal Catholic's 
attacks are directed at the Cardinal 
himself. 

Another Catholic, Madonna, made 
controversial headlines upon gracing 
the front page of yet another tabloid, 
this time in not so flattering a context.

For many, the Armed Services meant 
Norman Schwarzkopf, Commander in 
Chief of Armed Forces in the Persian 
Gulf, who guided the country to victory 
with courage and compassion. Receiv- 
ing a 93% approval rating in a poll 
published in Newsweek, Schwarzkopf 
began to receive unofficial nomina- 
tions for replacing Dan Quayle as Vice 
President on the 1992 ticket. With an 
170 IQ, three Silver Stars for valor, 
and a reputation for risking his life for 
his fellow soldiers, the General im- 
presses even his critics, who are few 
and far between. 

However, no action fails to create 
an equal and opposite reaction, and 
the Saddam Hussein's brutal crack- 
down on the Kurdish and Shiite minor- 



ities of Iraq compounded the tragedy 
of the one hundred and fifty thousand 
reported Iraqi war deaths. The Kurds 
have sought their own state in North- 
ern Iraq since the Biritish failed to 
accomodate them after World War I. 
Rising against Baghdad ever since, the 
conflict has intensified since 1961. The 
Shiites, while less organized, received 
aid from neighboring Iran in their re- 
volts in eastern Iraq. While some 57% 
supported resumed military action to 
force Saddam Hussein from power, ac- 
cording to a Newsweek poll, President 
Bush insisted that "We're not in there 
trying to impose a solution on Iraq." 

Meanwhile, tragedy of immeasur- 
able proportions shook Bangladesh, 
where biblical storms took over
